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Your Health

A chronic, mild inflammation of the gall 
bladder is often deceptive as the symptoms may 
appear to be coming from the stomach. The 
patient therefore believes that he has stomach 
trouble, when the gall bladder is the real root 
of the distress. 

Because the gall bladder fails to do its work 
properly, it is termed a “sick” gall bladder. Most 
cases occur in women past the age of 40—the 
average age beiflg about 46. The patient may be 
overweight and ordinarily does not pay much 
attention to the symptoms, calling them attacks 
of “indigestion” or “bilious attacks.” The 
patient has weeks when she feels somewhat 
better, at which time the gall bladder is func- 
tioning fairly well, followed by a few days when 
she feels worse, at which time the gall bladder 
is sluggish; however, she very seldom enjoys 
optimum health. 

The returning attacks of digestive distress 
produce enough discomfort to interfere with 
efficient work; hence, it may be hard for her to 
hold a position in the business world, or to carry 
out her home duties as she would like to. Asa 
general rule, the hydrochloric acid in the stom- 
ach will be somewhat low, and a “sick” gall 
bladder is not likely to be found when too much 
hydrochloric acid is secreted. 

A chronic, mild inflammation of the gall 
bladder is not a killing disease; and the patient 
may not feel sick enough to believe it necessary 
to consult her doctor. Frequently, she will 
worry along with her symptoms for as long as 
eight to ten years before seeking help. 

The medical name for trouble of this kind is 
chronic catarrhal cholecystitis. The mucous 
membrane of the gall bladder becomes inflamed 
and certain changes in the walls of the organ 
occur, such as thickening. The mucous mem- 
brane which lines the tube leading away from 
the gall bladder may become swollen, thus clos- 
ing the duct and preventing the escape of bile 
from the organ. The gall bladder itself may be- 
come smaller and shrunken, or may become en- 
larged. 

The physician may find that the gall bladder 
is not filling well, that is, that bile is not flow- 
ing into it properly from the liver; or he may 
find it is not emptying well, which leads to 
stagnation of bile and sluggishness. 

The gall bladder is a small sac or pouch at- 
tached to the liver whose purpose is to store the 
bile secreted by the liver when such bile is not 
needed for digestive processes. 

In the “sick” gall bladder, the walls of the 
organ may be relaxed and lacking in normal 
tone; if such is the case, the gall bladder may 
often be stimulated to empty to better advan- 
tage by having the patient use a considerable 
quantity of oil or fat. Cream, egg yolk, or olive 
oil may produce this emptying effect. 

For this reason, I have found it is often 
benefit to have the patient use four ounces of 
olive oil at night before retiring. The oil is to be 
thoroughly mixed with four ounces of grapefruit 
g to make as much of an emulsion as 
possible. Such a mixture usually stimulates 
the gall bladder to empty more freely by causing 
the walls to contract. A great deal of bile may 
be thrown out in this way which will appear in 
the form of soft, round green lumps. Once the 
gall bladder is emptied, the patient will report 
she feels much better.

ANSWER: I recommend that the best way to 
use the potato is to bake it, as this helps to re- 
tain the valuable mineral elements present un- 
der the peel.

A Day in Canadian History

On this date in 1892 the people 
of Canada read with regret the 
news that Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, the second prime minister 
of the Dominion, had died. He was 
an example of the Scots who came 
to Canada in the early part of the 
{19th century and without aid other 
than their own ability made good.

Charters of all Canadian 
banks expire at the end of every 
ten years; they can be renewed 
for no more than ten years and 
then only after the most search- 
ing parliamentary investigation 
of the whole business of banking. 
Can you name any other form 
of enterprise in Canada in which 
every company’s charter expires 
at one time? Or which has to 
undergo parliamentary investi- 
gation as a condition to continu- 
ing in business? 

Parliament can, of course, 
amend The Bank Act at any 
time, but every ten years that 
Act is thrown open for what is 
known as the “Decennial Revi- 
sion”. Bank officers are called 
before the Banking and Com- 
merce Committee of the House 
of Commons. They are examined 
and cross-examined by members 
and every phase of banking is 
fully disclosed. 

Te is a large committee which 
imcludes many of tho ablest 
minds in Parliament. Every 
province and eve political 
party is represen on it, so 
Thos’ Canadians do not lack in 
any sense for the most penctrat- 
ing examination of the business 


of banking. 


Canadians as a people thus 
regulate the business of banking 
through their elected representa- 
tives. Into The Bank Act, by 
reason of the work of this Com- 
mittee over the years, have been 
built all of ‘the safeguards 
prompted by experience. 

In addition, Canada’s char- 
tered banks are supervised in 
various other ways and operate 
under almost continuous scrut- 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors—chartered accoun- 
tants—who closely examine each 
bank's affairs. 

Then there is an Inspector 
General of Banks, an oflicer 
under the Minister of Finance, 
whore duty it is to keep through- 
out the year a vigilant eye upon 
banking operations. He has ac- 
exes to all bank records.

There is no “money mono- 
poly” in banking. Any group of

500,000 capita subscribed and 
half of it paid up, and who fulfil 
the requirements of The Bank 
Act, can start a bank. The re- 
quirements are devised to safe- 
guard the people against fly-by- 
night promoters. 


Up till 1934 chartered banks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
and might, on occasion, exceed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 


In establishing the Bank of 
Canada, Parliament provided 
that for ten years from and in- 
cluding 1936, there should be a 
steady year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the char- 
tered banks. 


We can issue our own notes 
now only up to 85 per cent. of 
our paid-up capital. Each year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
note issue of the Bank of Canada 
increases, 


Thus it must be seen that 
banks have never bad an un- 
limited power to issue notes 
they have always been definite!

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Wreck Of Old German Battleship Gives Japs Chance To Scrap Metal 


'EMDEN’S HULK 
IS FURNISHING 
LOADS OF JUNK 


Nippon Takes What I 
Wants Despite Claims

SINGAPORE, April 18. — The 
wreck of the German cruiser 
Emden ts furnishing valuable 
loads of scrap for Japanese fish- 
ing vessela, 

The marine police here are board- 
ing every Japanese vessel as she 
returns from each cruise and ques- 
tioning the commender regarding 
cargo. 

The British authorities in Singa- 
pore claim that the Emden wreck 
is owned by the Australian govern- 
ment, whose cruiser Sydney fine 
ished off the German warship dur- 
ing the Great War 

The Japanese, however, say the 
wreck has never been claimed by 
any power and is available for any 
enterprising salvage company. 

Using Japanese divers, the Sings 
apore marine police recovered 
nearly $1,250 worth of shell cases 
and machinery which, it is believ- 
ed, had been dumped near Singa- 
pore harbor by a Japanese fishing 
vessel to escape search
